Two Present Opposite Views 
Jaworski, St. Clair Waiting 
As Supreme Court Ponders

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The 
Supreme Court is deliberating 
today on two opposite views of 
the powers of the American 
presidency. 
In Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski s view, presented to 
the 
court 
Monday: 
“This 
nation’s constitutional form of 
government 
is 
in 
serious 
jeopardy if the President, any 
president, is to say that the 
Constitution means what 
he 
says it does, and there .is no 
one, not even the Supreme 
Court, to tell him otherwise.” 
In the view of presidential 
lawyer Jam es D. St. Clair: 
“Even 
if 
criminal, 
he 
is 
immune 
from 
the 
criminal 
process ... The process (in the 
case 
of 
a 
president) 
is 
impeachment ...” 
After three hours of hearing 
arguments, the court took the 
unprecedented case under ad­ 
visement. There was no word 
when it might rule. 
Jaworski 
contended - Nixon 
must relinquish records and 
tapes 
of 
64 
White House 
conversations 
which 
the 
prosecutor has subpoenaed for 
use in the September trial of 
former Nixon aides accused of 
covering up Watergate. One of 
those 
aides, 
former 
W’hite 
House chief 
of staff H. 
R... 
Haldeman, sat in the audience 
as the justices heard the case 
St. 
Clair contended 
the 
President, not the prosecutors 
and not the courts, had the 
right to decide what evidence is 
to be presented. 
“..The 
special 
prosecutor 
was not delegated the right to 
tell the President what of his 


conversations are going to be 
made available as evidence,” 
St.Clair said. “That was specifi­ 
cally reserved.” 
St. Clair said the court should 
declare the whole m atter a 
“political question” over which 
it. had no jurisdiction. He did 
not 
explicitly 
promise 
the 
President even would comply 
with a ruling by the high court, 
saying: “This is being submit­ 
ted 
to 
this 
court 
for 
its 
guidance and judgment with 
respect 
to 
the 
law. 
The 
President, on the other hand, 
has his obligations under the 
Constitution." 
A White House spokesman 
also declined under questioning 
by newsmen to say how Nixon 
would respond to a decision 
against him. The President has 
said he would 
abide by a 
“definitive” ruling, of the high 
court.

H erb ert W, Johnson, head 
of the U niversity’s agronom y 
and 
plan t genetics d e p a rt­ 
m e n t backs up his statem ent 
w ith some convincing' facts: 
E xtra yields from two new 
w h eat and soybean varieties 
planted 111 his state alone last 
year m eant about 276 million 
m ore 
loaves of bread 
for 
consum ers and some 294,000 
ex tra tons of high quality 
protein for producing poul­ 
try, pork and beef. 
This was due to about 6.4 
million extra bushels M in­ 
n eso ta f a r m e r s h a r v e s te d 
from Era w heat and about 
14 million ex tra bushels from 
Cor.soy soybeans, he explains. 
T he new w heat variety has 
been grow n since 1970 and 
the new soybeans since 1967 
Both 
w ere 
developed 
co­ 
operatively by th e U.S. D e ­ 
partm en t of A griculture and 
s ta te e x p e r im e n t s ta tio n s . 
Era w as developed in M in­ 
nesota, and Corsoy in Iowa, 
but both are now grow n in 
other states as well. 
In addition, Johnson says 
two m ore new soybean v a rie ­ 
ties released this year will 
result in higher yields for 
areas with sh o rter grow ing 
seasons. 
He points out th a t public 
plant breeding program s and 
o th er agricu ltu ral 
research 
probably benefit consum ers 
m ore than they do farm ers. 
“ A plentiful supply of food 
at reasonable prices is im ­ 
p o rta n t 
to 
everyone,” 
he 
notes, “and this is w h at plant 
breeding is about ”

It has just been announced that the traffic death toll in 
the United States over the “ long holiday weekend’’ was 
545, and an announcement in the state of Michigan 
attributed 78 per cent of their deaths to drunken or 
drinking drivers. 
This is perhaps an indication that the national figure of 
50 per cent will soon go by he boards for the higher figure. 
It was a long time before any mention of alcohol and 
drug abuse being responsible for highway deaths, when 
all the time law people were aware of this. 
The Rush County sheriff’s department at one time last 
year advised that three of four deaths in the county 
involved drinking and driving. I believe the admitted 78 
per cent in Michigan is closer to the national average than 
the publicized and accepted 50 per cent. 
It seems futile to attem pt to educate our people to avoid 
driving after drinking. With the widespread use of alcohol 
and drugs and continued loosening of the laws in regard to 
penalties for infractions, the timid campaigns against 
abuse have little chance of amounting to any thing. 
If Ralph Nader really had concern for safety of the 
motorist at heart, he would forget about seat belts, those 
silly bum pers, expensive pollution jim cracks, and 
campaign for some kind of a doo-dad to eliminate the 
drinking driver.

Heavy Damage,

“The cost of living average 
retail bread price rose every 
month of last year until it hit a 
high of 34.3 cents per loaf last 
April,” a spokesman for the 
American Bakers Association in 
Washington, said. “When it 
remained there in May we felt 
it had become stabilized. We’d 
like to see it remain there.” 
He said the millers’ price 
does not always reflecFlhe day- 
to-day price fluctuations and 
the price seems to depend more 
on longer term trends. 
“A great deal of what’s 
happened to the wheat market 
is concern about the status of 
the spring wheat crop in the 
northern states and the soybean 
and corn crops,” said Morton 
Sosland, editor of the Milling 
and Baking News, a man 
widely regarded as knowledgea­ 
ble in the grain trade. “Farm 
holding itself does not make for 
higher prices.” 
Country elevators report the 
typical farmer has sold only 
about 5 per cent of the wheat 
being delivered to elevators and 
that prices would be lower if 
ihey had sold 15 per cent, 
Sosland said. 
“They can’t all sell at the 
high, that’s just impossible,” he 
said.

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Britain Orders Elections For Northern Ireland 
LONDON (UPI) — Britain 
has lold Northern Ireland to 
come up with its own plan for 
ending the province’s political 
unrest and finding a solution to 
nearly five years of religious 
strife. 
In an official white paper, the 
government Thursday ordered 
elections for a new Northern 
Ireland constitutional conven­ 
tion. The paper said the 78- 
member convention should 
draw 
up a 
formula 
for 
governing the violence-torn 
province. 
“If the Northern Ireland 
comm.unity can reach a broad 
consensus of agreement, any 
one of a number of possible 
patterns of government might 
well be workable,” the white 
paper said. 
"But if agreement is not 
reached, the troubles in North­ 
ern Ireland will not only 
remain but could intensify. No 
one will be able to turn this 
defeat into a victory. That is 
reality.’ 
The British government reim­ 
posed direct rule on Northern 
Ireland May 29 after the 
collapse of the province’s 
moderate governing 
“ex­ 
ecutive,” which shared power 
between the majority Protest­ 
ants and minority Roman 
Catholics. 


The executive fell after 
militant Protestants paralyzed 
the province with a 15-day 
general strike protesting plans 
to establish a Council of Ireland 


between leaders in Belfast and 
the Irish Republic. 
The white paper, a statement 
of policy, said direct rule 


cannot last indefinitely and the 
convention would give all 
Ulster’s political groups a 
chance to discuss possible 
alternatives.
